May IB, 18W8, authorizing the transmis- 
sion in tbo domestic mailB ot private 
cards bearing written messages, at the 
postage charge of a cent a piece, Is pub- 
lished tor tho Information of postmasters 


after the 1st day of 


Jnly, 1808, it shall be lawful to transmit 
by mall, at tho postagu rate of a cant a 
piece, payable by stamps to be affixed by

white, cream, light gray, or tbo shade of 
the government card, which la light buff. 


4. The cards must bear these words, In 


print, ou the address side: "Private 
Mailing Oard—Authorized by aot of Con- 
gress of May ll», 1808." When prepared 
by printers or stationers for sale, they 
should also bear In tho upper right-hand 
corner of the address side on oblong dia- 
gram with the wordH, "Place a ono-ount 
stamp here;" nnd In the lower left-hand 
ootuer the following words should bo 
printed: "Ibis sldo is exolusviely for 
the address." 


Nothing elio than the superscription, 


which may ha either In writing or print, 
but which must be limited to the name 
and address, and, if desired, tho occupa- 
tion or bnelnoss of the addroaseo, briefly 
stated, will bo allowable on tho address 
aide.
